School board OKs bids

A $1,081,741 bid by York 
Company of Troy to upgrade 
the heating and air condition- 
ing equipment at Romulus Ju- 
nior High School and Barth, 
Wick and Hale Creek elemen- 
tary schools was accepted last 
week by the Romulus School 
Board. 

District Project Manager 
Charles Olson informed the 
board “the York Company pro- 
posal is for approximately 
$110,000 less than the Trane 
Company (of Farmington 
Hills), when the presentations 
are equalized.” 

The equipment currently is 
not enclosed on the school 
rooftops, thus is hard to main- 
tain in extreme weather condi- 
tions and is impacted by such 
weather conditions, Superin- 
tendent of Schools Dr. William 
Bedell said. 

The new equipment bid will 
allow for such needed enclo- 
sure, but does not include the 
cost of installation. That por- 
tion of the construction and 
the enclosure materials will 
be bid out separately early 
next year, according to district 
officials. 

Following the installation of 
these systems this summer, 
computerized heating and 
cooling procedures will be 
able to be controlled from the

district maintenance building. 

In addition, $41,000 was ap- 
proved for a new sound system 
for the board of education 
meeting room to aid visitors 
hear the comments of board 
members and the remodeling 
of both Bedell’s and his secre- 
tary’s offices. 

The new system will include 
a false floor, new amplifiers 
and a loud speaker in the hall- 
way to assist when overflow 
crowds attend the board meet- 
ings. The current microphones 
will be turned over to the high 
school for future use. 

The false floor was added to 
give board members a better 


view of the public in the rear 
of the meeting room, district 
officials said. 

Bedell’s office is undergo- 
ing remodeling during the 
Christmas holiday and new 
furniture will be added. Exist- 
ing furniture will be used in 
other school offices, officials 
said.

School drug, alcohol 
issues looming in 1992

The simmering controversy 
regarding alleged drug and al- 
cohol use at Romulus High 
School could hit a new level 
Jan. 13 and 14-at the Romulus 
School Board meeting and the 
following day at the monthly 
city Drug Task Force meeting. 

The drug-alcohol charges 
first became public Dec. 16 
when a group of students pick- 
eted in sub-freezing weather 
in front of the high school de- 
manding more substance 
abuse checks on campus. 

When students refused to 
delay their protests until after 
school and rejoin their daily 
classes, they were suspended 
for the day. 

Students attended several 
meetings that day with school 
officials and appeared at a 
special Romulus School Board 
meeting (called for different 
issues) two days later. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell said a re- 
port written by Romulus High 
School Principal Thomas 
Dolan regarding the drug- 
alcohol issue will be released 
Jan. 13. According to the re- 
port, it is apparent the school 
board will have to “revisit” the 
smoking area accomodations 
set up years ago. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said the Drug Task Force also 
will discuss the issue thor- 
oughly Jan. 14 at its meeting in 
the basement of City Hall. 

McAnally said that several 
of the protesting students and 
parents have conferred with 


her in recent weeks and claim 
they are not being treated in a 
professional and adult man- 
ner. 

The Task Force, founded in 
1985 to grapple with substance 
abuse problems, has had some 
success, the mayor said. 

“But obviously we have not 
wiped out the problem, ” 
McAnally said. “It is just amaz- 
ing how they (about 10 of the 
Task Force) have hung to- 
gether the last six years. 

“We’ve had an impact on 
this problem,” the mayor said, 
“we need to continue to mar- 
shall our total resources to win 
in the end.” 

The Dec. 18th special meet- 
ing was called to make deci- 
sions on some remodeling, 
heating and cooling unit and 
furniture purchase issues, but 
was extended when the stu- 
dents and parents arrived. 

Bedell and Police Chief 
Fred Dansby insisted at the 
meeting that although there is 
a serious substance abuse 
problem in Romulus, it does 
not occur within the high 
school. 

Bedell told The Romidtis Ro- 
man , “We set up a smoking 
area years ago to keep the 
school johns from being de- 
stroyed. Maybe that is an area 
that some isolated pot smokers 
are using, but I doubt it. 

“We doubt that the stated 
drug use is really occurring 
here”, Bedell said. Protesting 
students claim hard drug users 
and pot smokers are flaunting 
school drug policies on school 
property. 

“But we realize there defi- 


nitely is a communication 
problem and frustration on the 
part of some parents and stu- 
dents, Bedell continued. 

“When the members of the 
protesting group give us names 
of persons they accuse of using 
drugs and we check it out, we 
cannot inform them of our 
actions-we have to protect the 
confidentiality of those in- 
volved,” he said. 

Dansby declared that the 
Romulus Police Department 
has an extremely good rela- 
tionship with area students 
through the local DARE offi- 
cer, Students Against Drunk 
Drivers and other programs. 

“For at least five years, we 
also have had the 941 DOPE 
hotline,” the chief said, “so 
that residents could anony- 
mously notify police of illegal 
drug or alcohol use. The phone 
line is used basically by adults 
informing on other adults, not 
teens.” 

Dansby claims that Ro- 
mulus for its size has more 
anti-drug groups and programs 
than cities of much larger size. 
“In fact,” he stressed, “many 
neighboring cities come to Ro- 
mulus to examine our pro- 
grams and create groups such 
as our Drug Task Force.” 

City police officers spend 
hours training bartenders and 
party store owners on how to 
handle teen-age liquor sales 
efforts and related problems. 

While the schools and po- 
lice need to remain vigilant of 
teen-alcohol and drug issues, 
Dansby said, parental involve- 
ment remains the key element 
in fighting the battle. 


‘Sorry’ bandit robs local motel

license or permit shall be on a form provided by the secretary of state. 

(b) Except as provided in subsection (2), immediately do all of the following: 

(i) Forward a copy of the written report of the person’s refusal to submit to a chemical 
lest to the secretary of state. 

(ii) Notify the secretary of state by means of the law enforcement information 
network that a temporary license or permit was issued to the person. 

(iii) Except as provided in subsection (2). destroy the person’s driver’s license or 
permit. 

(2) If a person submits to a chemical test offered pursuant to section B(3) that requires 
the withdrawal of blood and a report of the results of the chemical test is not immediately 
available, the peace officer who request the person to submit to the test shall comply with 
subsection (l)(a) pending receipt of the test report. If, upon receipt, the report reveals a 
blood alcohol content 0. 10% or more by weight of alcohol, the peace officer who request 
the person to submit to the test shall immediately comply with subsection (l)(b).

above, Section 35-28 shall be adopted in Chapter 35, Article 11 of the Westland City Code, 
to provide as follows: 

"35-28 CHANGES IN UNIFO RM TRAFFIC CODE Section 5 16b 
Section 5. 16b, of the Uniform Traffic Code for Cities, Townships and Villages is hereby 
amended to provide as follows: 

5.16b Transportation or possession of alcoholic liquor in container open or uncapped or 
upon which seal broken; violation as misdemeanor; nonapplicability. 

(1) Except as provided in subsection (2), a person shall not transport or possess alcoholic 
liquor in a container that is open or uncapped or upon which the seal is broken within 
the passenger compartment of a vehicle upon a highway, or within the passenger 
compartment of a moving vehicle in any place open to the general pub be or generally 
accessible to motor vehicles, including an area designated for the parking of vehicles, in 
this city. 

(2) A person may not transport or possess alcoholic liquor in a container that is open or 
uncapped or upon which the seal is broken within the passenger compartment of a vehicle 
upon a highw ay or other place open to the general pubic or generally accessible to motor 
vehicles, including an area designaledfor the parking of vehicles in this aty. if the vehicle 
does not have a trunk or compartment separate from the passenger compartment, the 
container is endosed or encased, and the container is not readily accessible to the 
occupants of the vehicle 

(3) A person who violates this section is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(4) This section does not apply to a passenger in a chartered vehicle authorized to cperair 
by the Michigan Department of Transportation."

That all proceedings pending and all rights and liabilities existing, acquired or 
inclined at the time this amendatory ordinance takes effect on January l, 1992 are saved 
and may be consummated according to the law in force when they are commenced. This 
amendatory ordinance shall not be construed to affect any prosecution pendmg or initiated 
before the effective date of this amendatory ordinance, or initiated after the effective dale 
of this amendatory ordinance for an offense committed before that effective dale. 

Sen inn 2 That, effective January 1. 1992, in accordance with the Section 1. above. Section 
35-29 shall be adopted in Giapter 35. Article II of the Westland City Code, to provide as 
follows: 

"35-29 CHANGES IN UNIFORM .TRAFFIC CODE - Section 5 J.6a 
Section 5.62a, of the Uniform Traffic Code for Cities, Townships and Villages is hereby 
amended to provide as follows: 

5.62a Driving with no license or with license that is suspended or revoked; penalties. 

(1) A persons whose operator's or chauffeur’s license or registration certificate has been 
suspended or revoked and who has been notified as provided in MCLA 257.212 of that 
suspension or revocation, whose application for license has been denied, or who has 
never applied for a license, shall not operate a motor vehicle upon a highway or other 
place open to the general public or generally accessible to motor vehicles, including an 
area designated for the parking of motor vehicles within this dty. A person shall not 
knowingly permit a motor vehicle owned by the person to be operated upon a highway 
or other place open to the general public or generally accessible to motor vehicles, 
including an area designated for the parking of vehicles, within this city be a person 
whose license or registration certificate is suspended or revoked, whose applycatioo for 
license has been denied, or who has never applied for a license, except as permitted under 
the Michigan Motor Vehicle Code. MCLA 257.1, el seq. A person who violates this 
subsection is guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable as follows: 

(a) If the person’s operator’s or chauffeur’s license has been suspended under MCLA 
257.321a because that person has failed to answer a citation or has failed to comply with 
an order or judgment issued pursuant to MCLA 257.907, by imprisonment for not more 
than 90 days, or a fine of not more than $100.00 or both. 

(b) For a violation, other than a violation punishable under subdivision (a), by imprison- 
ment for not more than 90 days, or by a fine of not more than $500.00 or both. Unless 
the vehicle was stolen or used with the permission of a person who did not knowingly 
permit an unlicensed driver to operate the vehicle, the registration plates of the vehicle 
shall be confiscated. 

(2) The secretary of state, upon receiving a record of the conviction or probate court 
disposiuon of a person upon a charge of unlawful operauon of a motor vehicle while the 
license of the person is suspended or revoked or of the conviction, civil infraction 
determination, or probate court disposiuon of a person for a moving violation of the 
vehicle laws of this state or a pobUcal subdivision of this state while the license of the 
person is suspended or revoked immediately shall extend the period of the first suspen- 
sion or revocauon for an additional like penod. This subsccuon shall apply only if the 
violation occurs during a suspension of definite length, or if the violauoo occurs before 
the person is approved for a license following a revocaUon. 

(3) The secretary of slate, upon receiving a record of the coovicuon, bond forfeiture, or 
a civil infraction determination of a person upon a charge of unlawful operation of a 
motor vehicle requiring a class l, class 2. or class 3 indorsement or vehicle group 
designation while the indorsement or designauon is suspended pursuant to MdA 
257.319a or 257.319b. or revoked, immediately shall extend the penod of suspension or 
revocauon for an additional like penod. This subsection shall apply only if the violation 
occurs dunng a suspension of definite length, or if the violauoo occurs before the person 
is approved for a license following a revocation, or if the person operates a commercial 
vehicle while disqualified under Ulle XXI of Pub be Law 99-570. 100 Slat. 3207-170. 

(4) If the secretary of state receives records or more than l conviction, avil infraction 
determination, or probate court disposiuon resuluog from the same incident, all of the 
convictions, avil infraction determinations, or probale court disposiuons shall be treated 
as a single violation far purposes of extending the penod of suspension or revocation 
under subsection (2) or (3).

New church returns to Masses in Latin

A new church in Wayne is 
offering western Wayne 
County residents an oppor- 
tunity to attend traditional Ro- 
man Catholic masses 
conducted in Latin. 

Dedication ceremonies Dec. 
12 marked the opening of St 
Joseph Catholic Church at 
Michigan Avenue and Fourth 
Street. 

The ceremony began at 5:30 
p.m. and was followed by a 
Pontifical high mass at 6:15 
p.m. Bishop Mark Pivarunas, a 
traditional Roman Catholic 
bishop from Omaha, Neb. offi- 
ciated both ceremonies. 

The bishop was assisted by 
other officials including St. 
Joseph parish Father James 
McGilloway, Father Francisco 
Radecki of Akron, Ohio, Fa- 
ther Christopher Raleigh of 
London, Ontario, Father 
Ephrem Cordova of Phoenix, 
Ariz., Father Daniel Dolan of 
Cincinnati, Ohio and Father 
Anthony Cekada of Milwaukee 
Wis. 

The dedication was a formal 
blessing, according to Piv- 
arunas. 

“The difference between 
the traditional Catholic Mass 
and the New Mass is we reject 
the changes in the church 


since the Vatican II Council 
and its reforms,” Pivarunas 
said. 

Between Oct. 11, 1962 and 
Dec. 8, 1965, Pope John XXIII 
called the Second Vatican 
Council. He said he wanted to 
“open the windows” of the 
church to the modern world. 

The differences between 
the New Mass and traditional 
Latin Mass include the follow- 
ing: 

• In a typical modern mass 
(New Mass)-The entire service 
is conducted in English, the 
priest sits or stands facing the 
people and often makes spon- 
taneous remarks to them dur 
ing the course of the service. 

Sometimes, a number of lay- 
people are in the sanctuary, 
adding their comments and do- 
ing readings. Part of the ser- 
vice takes place on a table 
with the priest facing the peo- 
ple. The tabernacle is almost 
never on the table, at the 
priest's back or off in a comer. 

There are handshakes and 
smiles around the “Sign of 
Peace.” The priest usually dis- 
tributes communion in the 
hand or mouth. 

• In the traditional Latin 
Mass The mass is celebrated 
in Latin, the ancient and ven- 
erable language of the Catho- 
lic Church. The priest faces 
the tabernacle on the altar. He 


makes no spontaneous com- 
ments on his own, but recites 
exactly the same prayers 
which have been used by 
priests for centuries. 

Only the priest is permitted 
to touch the sacred host with 
his consecrated hands. The 
people kneel for communion 
which is received on the 
tongue. 

There is no handshaking 
and socializing before the 
blessed sacrament, but rather 
the people follow the mass si- 
lently and reverently with 
their Sunday or daily missies 
which translate the words of 
the priest 

“Our parish is composed of 
Catholics from all parts of 
Wayne and Oakland counties 
who are displeased with their 
local church McGilloway 
said. “About six months ago we 
started masses in the base-

Wayne unleashes power against Wyandotte, Garden City

Chuck Henry is back at 
Wayne Memorial as head cage 
coach, and the Zebras didn’t 
waste any time letting the rest 
of the Wolverine ‘A” Confer- 
ence know that they want the 
crown returned to Wayne. 

With All-Area forward Rick 
Barnes tossing in 17 points and 
nabbing 11 rebounds, Wayne 
destroyed Wyandotte 87-35 last 
week in the conference opener 
for both teams. 

Barnes and guard Donetz 
Prewitt, who also scored 17 for 
the evening, sparked the Ze- 


bras to a 21-9 first-period, and 
Wayne never was in any se- 
rious trouble after that. 

“All the kids contributed,” 
said Henry, w'ho spent last 
year rebuilding a Walled Lake 
Central team before deciding 
to come home. “We executed 
well and played tough on de- 
fense. When you do that, you’re 
bound to win some games.’* 

Wayne turned a 41-23 advan- 
tage into a lopsided 61-33 mar 
gin for three- quarters as 
Henry used the bench at will. 
The Zebras put five players in 
double figures. Joining Barnes 
and Prewitt were Greg Hart- 
man, a 6-2 forward, who col- 


lected 14 points and 10 
rebounds. DeMarco Robinson 
finished with 11 points and 
B’onko Sadler added 10. 

Wayne also had a relatively 
easy time against Garden City 
last week. The Zebras turned 
back their non-conference ri- 
vals, 71-56, as Barnes again 
provided the team with a 
game-high 22 points and 10 re- 
bounds. He got six of those 
points in a 19-16 first-period. 

Wayne broke it open in the 
third period when they out- 
scored Garden City 23-10, after 
they had led by 11 (37-28) at in- 
termission. 

Prewitt and Greg Hartman 


also found their way into the 
two-figure column as they 
scored 12 and 11 points. Gar- 
den City got 19 points from Jeff 
Williams and Scotty Latham 
counted 13. 

Henry launched the 1991-92 
campaign with a surprisingly 
easy victory over a highly- 
touted Plymouth-Canton. The 
Zebras won a 71-58 decision. 
However, they dropped their 
next one, a 77-61 verdict, to an 
always respectable Detroit 
Catholic Central team. 

Wayne will carry a 3-1 over- 
all record, which has earned 
the Zebras a berth among the 


top 10 Class A teams in the 
area, into the New Year. They 
are scheduled to meet league 
rival, Trenton, on Jan. 7 in 
Trenton. Then, on jan. 10, the 
Zebras will travel to Lincoln 
Park. 

After that, Henry has to 
think about Belleville, the de 
fending conference champ, 
and Fordson, a perennial bas- 
ketball power. They are two 
tough opponents, and, if 
Wayne has any title aspira- 
tions, they will have to mate- 
rialize at the expense of Coach 
Michael Garland’s Tigers and 
the Tractors of Fordson.
